The Suffield Street Railway opened a trolley line from Kent’s 
Corners in Suffield to the State line in 1902. In 1905 this line was 
acquired by the New Haven Railroad along with many other trolley 
properties, and was then operated by the Springfield Street Railway 
(which was another of its holdings) through from Springfield to 
Suffield.

The power plant was located about where the pumping station, 
is now. It also furnished power for lights in Feeding - Hills for a 
few years. 

“Ed” Mirick was motorman on this line for many years. Among 
the many stories of his experiences was the incident of how he had 
to operate a car all the way up from Suffield powerhouse without 
air brakes and with a hand biake that was not effective either, so 
that he had to use the power reverse lever in making all stops to 
Spring-field. 

The last car service south of the State line was the final Spring- 
field Windsor Locks run in Jan. 1924. 

Service on the Feeding Hills line opened in 1902, the route was 
from the bridge up Walnut Street, Bridge, Maple and Springfield 
Streets. The ties used in construction of the section in North Aga¬ 
wam were cut from a woodlot on Adams St., by Charles Hull, who 
was in the lumber business at that time. Ezra Paddock was con¬ 
ductor on the first car over the line and Fayette Brown ran the 
second car into Feeding Hills. Mr. Brown had previously worked 
for Cook’s Livery in West Springfield and often drove the horse and 
buggy taxi service from the train station at Mittineague to Agawam 
and Feeding Hills. 

Three turnouts with double tracks were laid on this Feeding 
Hills route, at the Center, Hall St., and 6’Brian’s corner. For a few 
years a 5 cents fare canned a passenger from any part of Agawam 
to any part of greater Springfield. The mail came over from the 
city on the trolleys and the conductor would have the job of carrying 
or dragging the mail sacks into the post offices. 

In 1902, the income the town received from trolley lines was 
over $3,300. 

Trolleys were replaced with bus service on both lines in 1936, 
and the Springfield Company gave up its franchise in 1955.
